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To the Honorable the General Assernbly : 



Gentlemen : — ^The Fifteenth Annual Report upon the Registration of 
Births, Marriages, and Deaths in the State of Rhode Island, contains the 
statistics for the year ending December 31, 1867, together with the usual 
and some additional comments and recapitulatory tables. 

During that year, the number of births reported in the State, was 5,127, 
or 225 more than in any previous year ; the number of marriages was 
2,844, or 26 more than in any previous year ; the number of deaths was 
2,889, or 516 less than in 1865, when the number was greater than in 
any other year. 

During the fifteen years and seven months, since the beginning of the 
present system of registration, from June 1, 1852 to December 31, 1867, 
the records in the whole State have been as follows : children born, 58,773 ; 
persons married, 49,286 ; persons died, 88,760 ; showing in the aggregate, 
a record of the birth, marriage, or death of 146,819 persons. A copy of 
all these records, with an accurate index of all the names, is kept in the 
office of the Secretary of State and makes an invaluable addition to the 
vital and genealogical history of the population. It is a question worthy 
of consideration, whether it is not best to print the index of names from 
time to time, and thus perpetuate it and make it convenient for reference 
in all parts of the State. 

The registration is not yet perfect in all the towns of the State, though 
there is generally a steady improvement from year to year. Thus far it 
has never been found necessary to prosecute any person in connection with 
this subject. An appeal to the good sense of all concerned, with a state- 
ment of the importance of the subject have been thus far sufficient.

The tables for the preseat report were all prepared early ia the fall of 
last year, and it was intended to have the report ready in print at the be- 
ginning of the present session of the General Assembly ; but the fire in 
the office of the .State Printers, destroying a portion of the tables and 
stopping the printing to the present time, has not 'only made additional ex- 
pense in the preparation of the report ; but has also postponed its com- 
pletion, probably until May or June.

We agfun present our meteorological tables to the reader, and 
once more pursue the problem of the influence of the weather upon 
mortality. The pointa worthy of special notice in these tables are 
the following^ January was exceedingly cold, seven degrees colder 
than the average. In a period of thirty-six years there are only three 
colder. The amount of rain and enow in this month was somewhat 
above the average. February vraa six degrees warmer than the ave- 
rage, and the warmest February with one exception in the above 
named period, vrith more than double the average amount of r^ 
And snow. July was colder than usual and had an average amoimt 
-of rain. August had an average temperature but more than double 
the average amount of rain. Indeed, more rain fell in the course of 
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the month than in any one month sirice August, 1853. The amount, 
that fell in August and February, was nearly one-third of the whole 
year's supply. September was also of the average temperature, but 
had only one-fifth of its due amount of rain. 

Referring to the mortuary tables, we again find, as in the last report, 
a dimunition in the entire number of deaths. Following out the 
course into which we have unconsciously fallen in previous reports, 
we turn first to the deaths from V summer complaints." The same 
diminution in the number of deaths is perceptible here, with the ex- 
ception of cholera infantum ; there being an increase of seven deaths 
from this cause, while there were thirty less from dysentery. In all 
of our previous notices, we have found the majority of deaths from 
these diseases in August; in this year, however, it occurred in 
September. Thus from cholera infantum, 40 died in August, and 
29 in September ; from dysentery 29 in August, and 39 in Septem- 
ber; while from diarrhoea there were 12 in August, and 8 in Sep- 
tember. On the whole, so far as these diseases were concerned, it wa& 
the healthiest August for some years. We find that without any 
special departure from an average temperature, one of these two 
months was exceedingly wet, and the other comparatively dry. The 
Registrar General of England, in one of hia recent reports advanced 
the opinion that wet seasons were the healthiest ; the record of this Au- 
gust at ail events, shows such a coincidence. With more rain than 
had fallen in any one month for fifteen years, there was a very small 
number of deaths from all summer complaints. In the report for 
1866, we noticed that September of that year was very damp and had 
an excess of rain, and the deaths from dysentery were only about one- 
half as many as those of the preceding cold, dry August. On the other 
hand, in the year 1864, the deaths from summer complaints were just 
twice ae many in August as in September, and August of that year- 
had just about twice the quantity of rain of September. 

The first four months of the year again present the majbrrty of 
deaths from pneumonia; more than three-fourths of the whole num- 
ber from this cause occiirred in these months. April comes first, and 
then January, and again February has the least. Thus of these three 
months the one in which there was the least rain presents the great- 
est number of deaths from pneumonia, and the one in which there 
was more than three times that amount of rain, the least number of 
deaths. In 1866, February also had the most rain, and the leaat 
number of deaths from this cause. 
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Diphtheria presents this year an anomaly hitherto unobserved. 
The majority of deaths has always been in the last quarter of the 
year. In this year the greatest number occurred in the first and 
third quarters respectively. The greatest monthly numbers in Janu- 
ary and July respectively. 

One-half of the deaths from typhoid fever occurred in the months 
of September, October and November, and in these months the dis- 
tribution was 19, 19, 20. October had nearly seven times the amount 
of rain of September. Shall we conclude that rain and moisture 
have no effect upon typhoid fever ? There is ^ striking uniformity in 
the number of monthly deaths from this disease in this year and the 
precetling. In the latter, there were 19 in August, October, No- 
vember, and December, and 17 in September. 

In the number of deaths from consumption there is an increase of 
30 over the preceding year, and the whole number is larger than for 
some years. As in the preceding year the greatest monthly number 
60, occurred in March ; the smallest 31 was in May. 

The deaths from old age also show an increase. More old people 
died in March and January than in any other months, although Jan- 
uary was so unusually cold, still the deaths were five less than in the 
same month in 1864, in which the average temperature was seven 
degrees warmer. We thus fail again in the application of M. Lom- 
bard's theory. The cold January was followed by the warm Febru- 
ary, and yet the largest number of deaths occurred in March. 

We have, as it will be perceived, endeavored to apply to this year 
the principle of the dependence of mortality upon the amount of rain, 
supposing the two to be an inverse ratio. Whatever plausibility 
some of the facts may possess , the final result remains that the month 
of August, so abundant in rain, presents the greatest number of 
deaths from all causes, and September with its drought, very nearly 
as many. We must, however, in pursuing this studyf bear con- 
stantly in mind the fact that the influence of the variations in weather, 
may be far-reaching in its effects, and the deaths which they may 
have induced may occur in other monthly limits. 
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By reference to Table I, on page 2, it will be seen that during the 
year 1867, there were recorded in Rhode Island ^ve thousand one 
hundred and twenty-seven (5,127) births; two thousand three hun- 
dred and forty-four (2,344) marriages; and two thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-nine (2,889) deaths. 

The usual comparison of the general results of registration, in 
Rhode Island, during the last fourteen years, is as follows :

The number of births and marriages was considerably more in 1867, 
than in any previous year, while the number of deaths was less than 
in any year since 1862. The number of living children bom in 1867, 
was 2,075 more than the decedents in the same year. 

On the next two pages will be found a comparison of the births, 
marriages, and deaths in each town in the State, in 1867, with the 
population of each town by the census of 1865 ; and also a compari-

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BIETHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS IN EACH TOWN IN RHODE IS- 
LAND, IN EACH OF THE THREE YEARS 1865, 1886, and 1867. 
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The figures on the last two pages show that, on the whole, regU- 
tration is making gratifying progress. There is a marked increase in 
a number of the towns, in the completeness of the returns. There is 
also a regularity in the numbers reported, which shows that a cer- 
tain amount of effort is made each year to comply with the require- 
ments of the law. It is, however, equally evident that in several 
towns the returns are regularly deficient. We cannot give those towns 
the credit of being uniformly, so much more healthy than the rest of 
the State, nor can we believe that they are so deficient in the produc- 
tion of children as the reports would seem to indicate. It would seem 
to be certain that the deaths were not all reported in 1867, in the towns 
Westerly, South Kingstown, Exeter, Glocestei:, Middletown, and 
perhaps in some other towns. 

The statistical results for the year, in the State as a whole, are ex- 
tremely satisfactory. The large number of births and marriages and 
the very small numbfer of deaths, denote a healthy condition and pro- 
gress in the community. The increase in the population of the State 
in 1867, by the excess of living children bom over the deaths, was 
2,075, a greater number than in any previous year in the history of 
registration in the State. 

The proportions of births, marriages, and deaths in Rhode Island, 
to living population, in 1867, were one child bom in 36.1 ; one per- 
son married in 39.5 ; one person died in 64.0. In the State of 
Massachusetts, for the same year, the proportions were one child born 
in 36.1 ; one person married in 43.8 ; one person died in 55.6. In 
both States the comparisons were founded on the <^nsus of 1865. 

We will now consider more particularly the facts relating to births, 
marriages, and deaths, in 1867. 
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BIRTHS, 1867, 



We have already seen on page 47, that the wliole number of births 
in Rhode Island, in 1867, was 225 more than in 1866 ; and 1,172 
more than in 1865 ; and more than in any previous year. It is prob- 
able that a portion of this increase is owing to more complete returns 
in some towns. In the city of Providence, where the returns have 
been quite fell for many years, there was no increase in 1867, as com- 
pared with 1866 ; though the number was very much larger than in; 
1865. 

- Let us now examine more particularly the characteristics of the 
children bom in 1867, as shown in the tables on pages two to six 
inclusive. 

SEX OF THE CHILDREN BORN. 

Of the 5,127 children bom, in 1867, in the State of Rhode Island, 
there were 2,655 males ; 2,464 females ; and 8, ** sex not stated." 
Omitting those of unknown sex, there were 107.7 males to each 100' 
females ; or 51.87 male, and 48.13 female children in each 100 bom. 
The following shows the number and proportion of the sexes, in the 
children bom in the state of Rhode Island, in each of the 15 years^ 
and seven months from 1852 to 1867 inclusive :

The proportion of male children bom in 1867, was slightly less 
than in 1866 ; but was considerably greater than the proportion in the 
aggregate of births for fourteen years . and seven months previous. 
Upon this question of the proportion of the sexes bom iir Rhode Is- 
land, the time and the number of births, included in the preceding 
table, are sufficient to establish very njearly the true proportions for 
the State. The births for a single year, whatever their number or 
proportions, change but very slightly the proportions for the aggre- 
gate for the whole period. We find above that the proportion of the 
sexes bom in Rhode Island, may be set down at 106.3 male children 
to each 100 female children ; or 51.54 male, and 48.46 female child- 
ren in each 100 bom. 

These figures include the births in the city of Providence with the 
rest of the State ; but contrary to what might be expected, the pro- 
portion of males in the State is increased by including the city, as the 
proportion of males bom in Providence is considerably greater than in 
the rest of the State. 

During the 14 years, 1854 to 1867 inclusive, there were 11,254 
male, and 10,502 female children bom in the city of Providence, 
which gives 107.1 male to each 100 female children ; or 51.73 males 
and 48.37 females in each 100 bom.

The proportion of male children, both in the State and in the city, 
is considerably greater than in the State of Massachusetts. In the 
twenty-sixth Registration Report of that State, we find that in 1867, 
the proportion of male children born was 104.2 to each 100 female 
children ; and in the whole period, 1852 to 1866 inclusive, it was 
105.9 male to each 100 female children. 

SEX AND LOCALITY. 

By referring to Table II for the figures, we find that the numbers, 
and proportions of each sex, both in each division of the State, in 
1867, were as follows, omitting eight children of " unknown" sex : 



BIRTHS, 1867. 
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The number of births in the several divisions of the State, in any 
single year, is not sufficiently large to prove any differences in the 
proportion of the sexes in different localities. The following shows 
the number of males to each 100 females, in the several divisions of 
the State in each of the last five years : 
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A slight examination of the preceding figures, shows that they fiir- 
nish no evidence that the proportions of the sexes are influenced, within 
the limits of the State, from local causes. « 

8EX AND SEASON. 

The second table shows the number and sex of the children bom 
in each season of the year 1867, and this enables us to show the pro- 
portion of the sexes bom in connection with season, as follows, — 
omitting those of ** sex not stated" : — 

January — March.... 647 males, 613 females, or 105.5 males to each 100 females. 

April — June 621 males, 570 females, or 108.9 males to each 100 females. 

Julj — September. ... 647 males, 586 females, or 110.4 males to each 100 females. 
October — December. 740 males, 695 females, or 106.5 males to each 100 females. 



Whole jear 2,625 males, 2,464 females, or 107.7 males to each 100 females. 

The excess in the proportion of males among the children bom in 
the third quarter of the year, 1867, as in 1866, was an exception to 
the general rule. 

In the. city of Providence, in- 1867, the excess in the proportion 
of males, was extremely large (125.5) in the second quarter of 
the year, while in all the other quarters of the year there was an ex- 
cess of female^. As a general rule, in Providence, the proportion of 
males is much the smallest in the third quarter of the year. The fol- 
lowing are the figures for the aggregate of the children bom in each 
quarter of the year in Providence, during the twelve years, 1*856 to 
1867 inclusive, as shown in the Thirteenth Annual Report of the 
City Registrar : —

The preceding figures for each year, as well as for the aggregate 
in fifteen years, show a large excess of births in the last half of the 
year, and especially in the last quarter. We have repeatedly 
shown in these reports, that this result is entirely erroneous. It 
arises from the fact that throughout the State, except in the city of 
Providence, the births are collected only once a year, in January. 
The result is that the* returns of some births in the earlier portions 
of the year, are lost by the removal, or forgetfulness of the parents, 
and thus the reports frcJ^m year to year, show a greater number of 
births in the last than in the first six months of the year. 

That this is the true reason, is also shown, by the fact that in the 
city of Providence, where the returns of births are colleTcted semi- 
annually, in July and January, the number of births in the two por- 
tions of the year is nearly equal, with, a slight excess in the first six 
months. In Providence, in twelve years, 1856 to 1867 inclusive, 
there were 9,466 births in the first six months, and 9,321 in the last 
six months of the year. 

^In the State of Massachusetts, the returns of births are collected 
in the same manner, annually, except in Boston and perhaps some 
other cities, and the result is the same as in Ehode Island ; — a greater 
number of births in the last six months of the year. But there can 
be no doubt that the result' is entirely erroneous in Massachusetts as 
well as in Khode Island, and that the explanation of it is the same in 
the two States. 

And yet we find in the Massachusetts Registration Report for the 
year 1867, (page 10), that it is assumed that this erroneous result is 
true, and the following positive conclusion is drawn from it : 

'< It is difficult to account for these well established facts ; but it is 
certain that a larger number of children are conceived in Massachu- 
setts in the six months of cold weather." 

We feel certain that the facts and the conclusion as stated in the 
Massachusetts Report, are both alike erroneous. 
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PARENTAGE. 

The first tabic shows the parentage of the children bom in each 
town in Rhode Island, during the year 1867. The following shows 
the parentage of the children born in the whole State, in each of the 
last five years, 1863 to 1867 inclusive, and also in the aggregate for 
five years previous, 1858 to 1862 inclusive :

It will be noticed that in 1867, the number and percentage of 
foreign children, bom in the State, were slightly greater than usual. 
The number and percentage of children of mixed parentage were also 
increased, while of children of American parentage, though there 
was an increase in the number, the percentage was leiss than in either 
of the four years preceding. 

Taking the two periods of five years each, 1858 to 1862 inclusive, 
and 1863 to 1867 inclusive, the number and percentage, by parent- 
age of the children bom in Rhode Island were as follows :

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It appears from the first table that in Bhode Island, in the year 
1867, more children of foreign than of American parentage were 
. bom in the following towns, yiz, : Warren, Warwick, Burrillville, 
Cranston, Cumberland, Xorth Providence, Pawtucket, Smithfield, 
Woonsocket, and Providence. This includes all the towns that had 
an excess of foreign children in the preceding year ; and also in addi- 
tion, Warren, Warwick, and Woonsocket. 

In five tovns. West Greenwich, Jamestown, Middletown, New 
Shoreham, and Exeter, there were no children bom o£ foreign parents, 
in 1867. 

In the State of Massachusetts, in 1867, there were bom 14,696 
children of American parents, 16,911 of foreign parents, and 3,087 
with one parent of foreign birth. The proportions were 42.36 per 
cent., American, 48.75 per cent, foreign, and 8.89 per cent, mixed. 
In the city of Boston, the proportion of foreign children bom is still 
greater, the numbers in 1867 being as follows: American, 1,673; 
foreign, 3,758 ; mixed, 824.

FLURATiTTT BIRTHS. 



There were . 67 cases of plurality births reported in the State in 
1867, of which 27, including two cases of triplets, were in the city 
of Providence. The ftdl particulars relating to these cases, are given 
in table m, on page 6. 

During the fifteen years, from 1853 to 1^67 inclusive, there were 
reported in Rhode Island, 56,730 cases of. child-birth, producing 
57,359 children as follows :

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56,114 cases of single births, giving 56,114 children. 

603 cases of twin births, giving 1,206 children. 

13 cases of triplet births, giving 39 children. 



56,730 total cases of childbirth, giving .57,359 children. 

Of the whole number (56,730) cases of child-birth, one in 94 
produced twins; and of the whole number (57,359) children born, 
one in 47.5 was a twin. 

Of the whole number, (616) cases of plurality births in fifteen 
years, 273 were both parents American ; 304, both parents foreign ; 
31, mixed parentage ; and 8 parentage unknown. 

Of the 1,245 children bom in plurality cases, in the fifteen years 
nam^, tbere were "618 males, 623 females, and 4 sex not stated, to- 
tal, 1,245. 

STILL-BORN CHILDREN. 

The statistics of the still-bom children are obtained from the re- 
turns of deaths, in which they are much more ftdly reported than in 
the returns of births. 

It appears that in the .year 1867, there were 163 still-bom children 
Teported in 20 towns in Shode Island, the remaining towns reporting 
none. 

Sex. — There were 92 males, 71 females among the still-bom. 

JParentage. -^There were 72 still-bom children in 1867, of Ameri- 
can, and 91 of foreign parentage, the parentage being given accord- 
ing to the nativity of the fathers. 

Season, — ^The number of still-bom reported in the several months 
of the year 1867, T^as as follows: — January, 21: February, 15 
March, 7 ; April, 8 ; May, 14 ; June, 18 ; July, 15 ; August, 12 
September, 14 ; October, 15 : November, 13 ; December, 11 
total, 163. « 

SUMMARY — STILL-BORN . 

During the whole period of State registration in Bhode Island, 
fifteen years and seven months^ from June 1st, 1852 to December 
31st, 1867, inclusive, the number of still-born children reported, has 
been 2,230, the statistics of which are as follows : 
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Sex. — Males, 1,319 ; females, 863 ; sex not stated, 48 ; total, 
2,230 still-bom in 15^^ years. This gives 60.4 males, and 39.6 
females in each 100 stQl-bom children ; or 161.6 male, to each 100 
female children. 

Parentage, — The reports only enable us to give the parentage of 
the still-bom children, from the first of January, 1859. During the 
nine years, 1859 to 1867 inclusive, the whole number of still-born 
reported was 1,374, divided according to parentage as follows: 
American, 531 ; foreign, 841; not stated, 2; total, 1,374. The 
proportions of the still-bom, according to parentage, for this period, 
were 38.7 American, and 61.3 foreign in each 100. The propor- 
tions of all the children bom during the last fivei years, we have seen 
to be: American, 49.25, and foreign, 50.75 in each 100, putting 
those of mixed parentage according to. the nativity of their fathers. 
This shows that the proportion of foreign among the still-bom chil- 
dren, is very much greater than the foreign proportion of all the chil- 
dren bom.

It will be noticed. that the proportion of first children in 1867, 
was considerably greater than in the aggregate for ten years previous. 
During the ten years 24 in .each 100 were first children ; in the year 
1867, the proportion was nearly 28 in each 100. 

During the 11 years, 1857 to 1867 inclusive, 45,308 mothers are 
represented in the preceding table. A simple arithmetical calculation 
shows that these 45,308 mothers had been the mothers of 156,348 
children, or an average of 3.45 children to each mother. 

Tne Registration Reports of the City of Providence, give a table 
which shows the number of the child in connection with the age of 
the mother. 

From the thirteenth report, for the year 1867, we learn that dur- 
ing the four years and six months ending December 31, 1867, there 
were 380 women in Providence, of the age of 40 years and over, 
who had children. These 380 women had been the mothers of 2,740 
children, or an average of 7.21 children to each mother. •

The proportion of first children is generally a little less than one- 
fourth of the whole ; but the proportion of first children varies with 
the number of marriages. Thus during the last two years there has 
been a considerable increase in the number of marriages in the State, 
and as the result, we find that 25.35 in each 100, more than one- 
fourth of the children bom, were the first children. In 1867, the 
proportion of first children was still greater, 27.78 in each 100. 
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MARRIAGES, 1867. 



There was 2,344 marriages reported in Rhode Island in 1867, 
which number was 26 more than in 1866.; 448 more than in 1865 ; 
and more than were ever before reported in any year. 

As compared with 1866, there was in 1867, an increase in the 
number of marriages in the months of February, March, April, 
June, November, and December, and a decrease in the other months.

COLORED MARRIAGES. 

There were 61 marriages in 1867, in Rhode Island, in which the 
parties were colored, or four less than in 1866. In one of these mar- 
riages, reported in East Providence, the return stated that the groom 
was black, and the bride, white. Marriages between white and col- 
ored persons are forbidden by the laws of Rhode Island, and if the 
marriage took place as reported, in East Providence, it is absolutely 
null and void. 

Of the 61 marriages in 1867, of colored persons, 35 were in the 
city of Providence, 9 in Newport, 5 in Cranston, 3 each in Warwick 
and South Kingstown, and one each in East Greenwich, East Provi- 
dence, J.ohnston, North Kjngstown, Westerly, and Woonsocket. 



MARRIAGE AND EDUCATION. 

The laws of Khode Island require parties about to be married, to 
sign the marriage certificate before the ceremony, and if they cannot 
write they must make their mark. 

In the city of Providence the statistics upon this subject have been 
collected by the City Registrar, and from his annual report for 1867, 
we take the following results for the nine years, 1859 to 1867 
inclusive :

DEATHS, 1867. 



There were 2,889 deaths reported in the State of Rhode Island 
during the year 1867. This number was 81 less than in the pre- 
3(dousyear ; 516 less than in 1865 ; and less than in any year since 
1862, notwithstanding the marked improvement in the fullness of the 
Tetums since that period. In the city of Providence the number of 
deaths was 76 less in 1867 than in 1866 ; but in the towns of Provi- 
dence county the number was 56 more. The proportion of deaths in 
1867 to the population by the census of 1865, was one in 64, which 

was probably near the true ratio. 

SEX OF DECEDENTS. 

There were 1,442 males and 1,447 females in the total of 2,889 
vdecedents in Ehode Isliand, in 1&67.

In 1867, as in 1866, the average'of the decedents, in every division 
of the State, was greater than in the aggregate for the five years, 
1858 to 1862 inclusive. The average for the whole State, was greater 
in 1867 than in 1866, and considerably greater than in any previous 
year in the history of registration in the State. The average in the 
City of Providence, in 1867, was greater than in the towns of Provi- 
dence county. 

In the city of Providence, the City Registrar's reports, from year to 
year, show the difference in the average age of the decedents of Ameri- 
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can and of foreign parentage. The following table from the City Reg- 
istrar's Report for the year 1867, shows the number of decedents ac- 
cording to parentage in the City of Providence, in each of the last 
twelve years, 1856 to 1867 inclusive, with the aggregate and average 
age in each year :

During the twelve years included in the preceding table, the great- 
est average age of the decedents of American parentage, in any year, 
was 36.85 years, in 18€6 ; the least average was 26.90 years in 
1856. Of the decedents of foreign parentage, the greatest average 
was 28.12 years, in 1867 ; the least average 15.75 years, in 1856. 

The preceding table shows that there has been a marked increase 
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in the average age of the decedents in Providence, during the last 
twelve years. Thus dividing the twelve years into three periods of 
four years each, we find :

In 1866, the percentage of decedents, under five years of age, was 
much less than in any previous year; but in 1867, it was even less 
than in 1866. It* will be noticed that in 1867, the percentage 
of decedents between 20 and 30 years of age, and also at all periods 
over 60 years, was very large, and very much larger than the ave- 
rage. The above figures include the city of Providence ; but in that 
city the percentage of decedents under five years, in 1867, was only 
29.6, or but slightly greater than in the whole State including the 
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city. The percentage between 20 and 30 years of age, in the city, 
was 13.64, or 3.6 per cent greater than in the aggregate for twelve 
years previous. 

In the Registrar's Reports of the city of Providence, the percent- 
ages are given, according to parentage, and it is found that the per- 
centage of infantile mortality is very much greater among the foreign 
than among the American population. The following shows the 
percentages of decedents, under five years of age, according to parent- 
age, in the city of Providence, in each of the last eight years :

The percentage of decedents of American parentage, in 1867, was 
slightly greater than in 1866 ; but the percentage of decedents of 
foreign parentage, as well as of the total decedents was very much 
less in 1867, than.in any previous year. 



COLORED DECEDENTS. 

The number of deaths among the colored population of Rhode Is- 
land, during the year 1867, was 105, or eighteen less than in the 
previous year. These deaths occurred in the different towns of the 
State as follows: Providence, 53: Newport, 16; Cranston, 10; 
Warren, 4 ; North Providence, Warwick, and Charlestown, 3 each ; 
Johnston, Smithfield, and North Eingstown, 2 each ; Barrington, 
Jamestown, Tiverton, East Providence, Westerly, Bristol, and South 
Kingstown, one each; total, 105. ^ * 

According to SeXy thefe were 51 male, and 54 female decedents.

It is evident that the distinction of color is not well noted in all 
the towns. By the census of 1865, there were 150 colored persons 
in Charlestown, and 279 in South Kingstown ; but in 1867, Charles- 
town does not report a single birth, or marriage, and only three 
deaths among the colored population, and South Kingstown only one 
death, three marriages, and seven births.

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CAUSES OF DEATH, 1867. 



We have already seen that the whole number of deathdP in Rhode 
Island, in 1867, was unusually small : — ^less than in any year since 
1862. We have also given, in tables VIII, IX, andX, the sex, age, 
and parentage of the decedents from each cause of death, together 
with the number from each cause, in each month of the year, 'and 
the percentage of mortality from each cause, and from each class of 
causes, in each division of the State. 

An examination of these tables shows that there was nothing of a 
specially remarkable character in the causes of death, during the 
year, 1867 ; but table X shows that tnere still exists a culpable negli- 
gence in the town clerks of some towns in ascertaining the causes 
of death. 

The following table shows the whole number of deaths , reported in 
1867, in each division of the State, and the number and proportion 
of the deaths in each division, for which no cause was stated :

The proportion of deaths for which no cause is stated, is very large 
in some of the towns of Providence, Kent, and Washington counties. 
In Providence county, in particular, a few of the town clerks show no 
interest whatever in the subject, and fail entirely in their duty.

The preceding list of the principal causes of death, for the year 
1867, presents some remarkable characteristics. It is remarkable to 
see Old Age stand second on the list, and it is still more remarkable 
to note the absence from the list of scarlatina, diphtheria, and croup, 
which are present nearly every year. There were only . fourteen 
deaths reported from scarlatina, in the whole State, during the year^ 
1867, a number we think unprecedentedly small in the history of 
registration in the State. Of the 14 deaths from scarlatina, 10 were 
in the city of Providence. 

In this connection it may be useful to recapitulate, and show the 
facts relating to scarlatina for a series of years. The following tabl^ 
shows the number of deaths from scarlatina, in each division of the 
State, in each of the thirteen years from 1855 to 1867 inclusive ; 
and also the whole number of deaths for the whole thirteen years, in 
each division of the State :

An examination of the preceding tables shows that in aU sections 
of the State, scarlatina has its periods of rise and declension. Thus 
in Bristol county it was quite prevalent in 1855 and 1865 ; in Kent 
county, in 1857 and 1863 ; in Providence county, including the city, 
it was very prevalent, in 1856, 1858, 1864 and 1865, arid we may 
add in 1868 and 1869. On the whole it would seem that scarlatina 
has been more fatal, in proportion to the whole number of deaths, in 
the city of Providence than in the country portions of the State. 
The proportion of deaths from scarlatina to the whole number of 
deaths for the whole period of thirteen years was as follows :

It is probable that the more fiill and accurate returns of deaths in 
the city of Providence, than in other portions of the State, particu- 
larly during the earlier years of the period named, may affect and con- 
siderably modify the proportion of deaths from scarlatina. 

The following table, similar to those given in previous reports, 
shows the sex, parentage, and ages of the decedents, with the season 
and locality of their deaths, in connection with sixteen of the most 
important causes of death, in Ehode Island, in 1867 : 
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Sixteen principal causes. ^ 
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The preceding t^jble contains many important facts, and Aimishes 
many topics for thought and reflection to those who are accustomed 
to give thought to such subjects. But the table for a single year has 
little value as positive proof upon any particular point, and any 
one accustomed to judge correctly of the value of statistics would not 
use ft as proof. After, however, the table has been continued for a 
series of years, the recapitulation of the facts becomes most valuable, 
and furnishes proof on points of the greatest interest ; and each year's 
additions to the facts will then give it a constantly increasing value. 

We may refer, briefly, to some points in the preceding table, which 
though obvious to any one who examines it, will serve to show the 
character of some of the points upon which the accumulation of facts 
will furnish important proof. Thus, under the head of accidents, 
we notice the large excess of males among the decedents, the reason 
for which is obvious. It is probable, that a larger collection of 
facts in relation to accidents, would show an excess in the number in 
certain months of the year. 

Under the head of apoplexy and paralysis, we notice the very 
great excess of decedents of American parentage (Why ?) ; the ex- 
cess in certain months of the year ; and at certain ages. 

Under cholera infantum, there is apparently an excess of male 
decedents ; the deaths are almost wholly confined to three months of 
the year ; and the proportion in Providence city and county is much 
greater than in the rest of the State. 

Of the decedents from cancer, almost exactly three-fourths are 
females, and three-fourths are of Amwican parentage (Why?). 
All the decedents from this cause were over twenty years of age, and 
the deaths were pretty uniformly divided among the several months 
of the year. 

Among the decedents from consumption there is an excess of fe- 
males ; more than half the whole number are between twenty and 
forty years of age, and the number of deaths seems to be very little 
influenced by season. 

Of the decedents from fevers, diseases of the heart, old age and 
pneumonia there is a large excess of American parentage, and of 
those from old age there is usually, and of those from pneumonia, 
there was in 1867, a large excess of females. 
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But it is not necessary to continue these remarks farther. These 
examples are suflScient to indicate some of the points upon which the 
accumulation of facts, as given in the last table, may be of interest 
and value. 

CONSUMPTION. 

It was our intention, in this report, to give very fiill statistics 
relating to the mortality from consumption in Khode Island ; but it 
has been impossible to carry out our intentions in this respect. It 
must be again deferred. 

This disease is after all the most important of the causes of death 
in this State. It seems to be uninfluenced by season, or by any epi- 
demic tendencies ; but constantly goes forward in its work of death, 
and destroys considerably more than any other cause of death in our 
community. Its victims too, or at least a large majority of them, 
are in the prime of life ; cut down after all the dangers of childhood 
are passed, and when the prospects and promises of life are the most 
cheering. 

We can at this time, only present one table to illustrate the differ- 
ence, if there be any, in the proportion of mortality from consump- 
tion, in the several divisions of the State. 

The following table shows the total deaths yrom all known causes ^ 
with the number and the. percentage from consumption, in the 
several divisions of the State, in each of the last eight years, from 
1860 to 1867 inclusive :

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An examination of the preceding table shows that there are re- 
markable differences in the percentage of deaths from consumption, 
in different years and in different portions of the State. If we may 
take the figures of the table as a correct statement of the facts, these 
facts are most interesting and instructive. Let us then consider how 
far the facts contained in the table are probably true. 

So far as the deaths from consumption are concerned, defective 
registration tends to make the percentage from this disease greater 
than the truth. This is evident from two reasons : First. The de- 
cedents from consumption are mostly grown persons, and therefore 
less apt to be omitted in registration than children. Second, Where 
there is a neglect to obtain physicians' cer(ificates of the causes of 
death, there is a constant tendency to attribute deaths to consump- 
tion which are really from some other cause, and thus increase the 
percentage from consumption. 

We may assume then, that if there are any errors in the preced- 
ing table, they probably make the percentage from consumption 
greater than the truth. Looking at the table, we may assume that in 
the city of Providence the percentage given is nearly correct, as the 
deaths are all reported, and much care is taken to obtain the ^physi- 
cians' certificates of the causes of death. In the county divisions of 
the State as given in the table, it is probable that the percentage of 
consumption is greater than the truth, and especially in Kent, and 
Washington counties, and in the towns of Providence county. 

We find then,- notwithstanding the increase in the percentages 
above the truth, that there is a marked difference in different portions 
of the State, and that in some counties the percentage is decidedly 
less than in Providence city. Thus in the aggregate for eight years, 
the percentage in Bristol county is only 14.26 ; in Newport county, 
15.33 ; and in Washington county, 16.92 ; while in Providence 
city it was 18.68. It would seem to be true, and I think it is true, 
that there is less consumption in proportion to the population in the 
insular towns of Bristol, and Newport counties, and in the shore 
towns of Washington county, than in Providence city, or in the in- 
land towns of Providence county. 

In Massachusetts, I think the report^ show that there is an excess 
of consumption in the sea coast counties over the inland portions t)f 
the State. But it is well known that the easterly winds on the Mas- 
sachusetts coast have a chilliness and roughness that are imknown oni 
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the shores of Narragansett Bay. It is supposed that the tempera- 
ture in the southern portions of Narragansett Bay, is modified and 
rendered milder by the currents of the Gulf stream. However this 
may be, or whatever may be the reason, we think the records show 
that the very damp climate of Bristol and Newport counties is less 
favorable to the production of consumption than the drier atmos- 
phere of the hilly towns of Providence county. 

But it is not necessary to continue this subject at this time. The 
table furnishes many facts of great interest which will r^pay examina- 
tion and investigation. Looking at the character of the population, 
the average percentage of 14.26 from consumption in Bristol county, 
and of 15.33 in Newport county is remarkably small. We have 
already noticed two causes which would tend to increase the percent- 
age from consumption; namely, imperfect returns of deaths from 
other causes, and the fact that the victims of consumption are mostly 
grown persons. 

There is one cause which would tend to make the percentage of 
deaths from consumption small, if the returns are complete. It is 
the character of the population. Thus, for example, in New York 
city, the returns of deaths are complete ; but there is a great propor- 
tion of children in the population, and the mortality of children is 
very large. These die mostly from summer complaints, scarlatina 
and other children's diseases, and very few of them from consump- 
tion. It is evident that if the percentage of infantile mortality, and 
of deaths from zymotic diseases is very large, the percentage from 
consumption must be proportionally small. Thus we find that the 
percentage of mortality from consumption in New York city is quite 
small, and we think from the reason just stated. 

But none of these causes operate in Bristol and Newport counties 
to reduce the percentage from consumption ; the percentage of infan- 
tile mortality and of deaths from zymotic diseases there, is small com- 
pared with New York, and there is a large proportion of the popula- 
tion of an age liable to consumption ; and yet, the percentage of 
mortality from consumption is small. It would seem then, that the 
climate of Bristol and Newport counties is favorable to the prevention 
of consumption. 

Always remembering, however, the danger of drawing conclusions 
from insuflScient data, we would commend the subject to the attention 
of those who may prepare these reports in future, for further inves- 
tigation and decision. E. M. S.

THE REGISTRATION LAW OF RHODE ISLAND. 



REVISED STATUTES. CHAPTER 76, PAGE 189. 



Section 1. The town clerks of the several towns, or in lieu thereof, any person 
whom the board of aldermen of any city, or the town council of any town, may, 
upon the written recommendation of an authorized committee of the Rhode Island 
Medical Society, appoint for that purpose, are hereby authorized and required to ob- 
tain chronologically record and index, as required by the forms prescribed by the 
third section of this chapter, all information concerning births, marriages and deaths 
occurring among the inhabitants of their respective towns ; and on or before the 
first Monday of March, annually, to make duly certified returns thereof to the Sec- 
retary of State, for each year, ending on the thirty-first day of December, accom- 
panying the same with a list of those individuals required by law to make returns to 
them, who have neglected the same, and with such remarks relating to the object of 
the Iaw as they may deem important to communicate. 

Sec. 2. It shall be" the duty of the Secretary of State to receive the returns 
made in pursuance of the preceding section, and annually, with such assistance as 
shall be rendered by any authorized committee of the lihode Islard Medical Society, 
to make and publish, not exceeding one thousand copies, a general abstract and re- 
port thereof, in form as prescribed by section third of this chapter. He shall also 
cause said returns to be arranged, full alphabetical indexes of all the names to be 
made, the whole to be bound in convenient sized volumes, and carefully preserved 
in his ofl0[ce,'for which he shall receive the sum of fifty dollars. 

Sec 3. The blank forms required to carry out the provisions of this chapter, 
shall, on application, be furnished by the Secretary of State, to clergymen, physi-, 
clans, undertakers, town clerks, clerks of the Society of Friends, and other persons 
requiring them, substantially after the following forms, viz. : The record of a hit-thf 
shall state the date and place of birth, name and sex of the child, whether living or 
still-born, the name and surname, color, occupation, residence and birthplace of the 
parents, and the time of recording, so far as the same can be ascertained. The re- 
cord of a marriage shall state the date of the marriage, place, name, residence and 
official station of the person by whom married, names and surnames of the parties, 
age, color, occupation, and residence of each, condition, (whether single or widowed,) 
what marriage, if second, third, or other marriage, the occupation, birthplace and 
names of their parents, and the time of recording, so far as the same can be ascer- 
tained. The record of deaths shall state the date of death, name and surname of 
deceased, the sex, color, and condition, (single or married,) age, occupation, place 
of death, place of birth, names and birthplace of parents, disease or cause of death, 
and the time of recording so far as can be ascertained. 
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OF MAKBIAGES. 

Sec. 4. Every Society of Friends, clergymen, and all others, authorized to join 
persons in marriage, shall make a faithful record of every such rite performt d hy 
them, in manner and form aforesaid, and return the same on or before the second 
Monday of every month, for the last preceding month, to the clerk of the town in 
which such rite shall have been performed ; and no marriage shall be solemnized, 
until the parties shall have signed and delivered to the authority about to solemnize 
it, or to the clerk of a Society of Friends, a certificate containing the information 
required for the record of a marriage, as prescribed in the third section of this 
chapter. 

OF BIRTHS. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the clerk of each of the towns, annually, in the 
month of January, to collect the facts required by section third of this chapter, in 
relation to all children born in the town during the year ending the thirty-first day 
of December next preceding ; and for each full report of a birth so obtained, the 
clerk shall receive ten cents, to be paid by the town in which the birth is recorded. 

OF DEATHS. 

Sec. 6. Whenever any person shall die in the State, it shall be the duty of the 
physician attending in his or her last sickness, within forty-eight hours after the 
death, to leave with the family, if any, or persons having the care of the deceased, or 
to give to the undertaker or person who conducts the funeral, a certificate stating the 
name of the deceased, the date of the death, and the disease or cause of death. 

OF undertakers. 

Sec. 7. There may be appointed by the town authorities of every town, a suf- 
ficient number of persons to act as undertakers, removable at the pleasure of the 
authorities. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the undertaker, or of a person who conducts a 
funeral, or who buries, or deposits in a tomb, the body of any deceased person, to 
obtain the facts required by section third of this chapter, in relation to deaths, con- 
cerning such deceased person, together with the physician's certificate of the cause 
of the death, if a physician was in attendance, and on or before the second Monday 
of the next succeeding month to make a return of the facts obtained, together with 
the physician's certificate, to the clerk of the town in which the death occurred. 

Sec. 9. Any town may enact municipal laws, more efiectually to attain the ob- 
jects herein contemplated : Provided, they do not conflictwith the main and specific 
object of this act, viz. : to secure the most perfect registration. 

* • OF fees. 

Sec. 10. The town clerks or persons recommended and appointed as aforesaid, 
shall receive for each record of a birth or death, made and returned as required by 
law, ten cents ; and for each record of a marriage, made and returned as required by 
law, twenty cents ; to be paid to them out of their respective town treasuries : Pro- 
videdf that the yearly compensation to be paid out of the town treasury as afore- 
said, to any one town clerk or person appointed as aforesaid, who shall faithfiilly 
perform the duties prescribed by this chapter, shall not be less than five dollars. 
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Undertakers and others making returns of deaths as required in section eight of 
this chapter, shall receive for each i\ill report of a death made to a town clerk, five 
cents in the cities of Providence or Newport, and ten cents in the other towns of the 
State. 

Sec. 11. If any clergyman, physician, undertaker, town clerk, clerk of any meet- 
ing of the Society of Friends, or other persons shall wilfully neglect or refuse to 
perform any of the duties imposed on, or required of him, hy this chapter, he shall 
at the discretion of the court or justice trying the cause, on conviction thereof, be 
fined not exceeding twenty dollars for each offence, one half thereof to the use of 
the town in which the offence shall occur, the other half to the use of the person 
who shall complain of the same. 

Sec. 12. In order that it may be more surely ascertained that no clergyman, 
physician, coroner, undertaker, or clerk of the Society of Friends, neglects to make 
the returns specified in this chapter, each one shall cause his name and residence to 
be recorded in the clerk's office of the town where he resides. 

Sec. 13. No letters of administration or letters testamentary, shall be granted 
by any court of probate upon the effects or estate of any person until the death of 
such person, or the facts from which the same is presumed, shall be duly certified 
as near as may be, to the town clerk, in order that the same may be duly registered 
according to the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 14. The said books or registers, or a certificate duly certified by the town 
clerk, or person appointed as aforesaid, as containing a full copy of the record of 
any marriage, birth or death, shall hereafter be admitted in any court in this State, 
as prima facie proof of any marriage, birth or death. 

Sec. 15. Births, marriages, and deaths of non-residents shall be distinguished 
from those of residents, in the returns, by being arranged separately. 

Sec. 16. The Secretary of State may, from time to time, vary the form of re- 
turns, and require such additional information as he may consider necessary to 
effect the object of this chapter. 

Sec. 17. The* sum of two hundred and fifty dollars, annually, to be drawn for 
by the Secretary of State, is appropriated out of the general treasury, to defray the 
expense incident to examining, collecting and arranging the re^stration returns, 
making the necessary tables and drawing up the report required by the second sec- 
tion of this chapter. 

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 76, OF THE REVISED STAT- 
UTES, "OF THE REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, DEATHS AND MAR- 
RIAGES." Passed February 2S, 1868. 

It is ena^ed by the General Assembly, a^ follows: 

Section 1. The town clerks or other officers appointed under the act of which 
this is in amendment, to collect, record and return the births in the several towns, 
shall receive fees therefor in the manner therein provided, as follows : For collecting 
the facts required in relation to births, fifteen cents each. For making record and 
return of these facts as required by law, twenty cents each for the first fifty entries 
in each calendar year, and ten cents for each subsequent entry and return. 

Sec. 2. So much of the act of which this is an amendment, inconsistent here- 
with, is hereby repealed. 
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
